antl Gazttte,) 
Ask a school-boy how iron is manufac- 
tured from the ore —how tho rough materi- 
al is rolled in bars and sheets, and convert- 
ed intothe hundred thousand shapes in 
which it ix so useful and indispensibly 
necessary to the wants of the age—and 
he will be found able to furnish the dest- 
red information. Equally well informed 
are peoplo generally with reference to 
other branches of manufactores, which 
are fully explained in school-books and 
periodicals. Butlittle is written, and con- 
sequently the people do not know a great 
deal of the manufacture of whiskey. No 
one who lives in Cincinnati or vicimity is | 
ignorant of the existence of luge distil- 

leries in and around the city. ‘The col-| 
umns of black smoke that roll up night | 
and day, and, in some cases, every day 

and night in the week—the acres of hog- | 
pens, and the contaminated atmosphere— | 
make all acquainted with the fact But} 
few people, comparatively, have taken the | 
trouble to make themselves acquainted | 
with the extent of this business, or of the! 
modus operandi of converting corn into 
whiskey. his is probably to be aitribu- 

ted to the fact that a prejudice exists 
against this business. Forages, whiskey 
has proved a curse to our ‘ace, and dis- 
tilleries are looked upon as anevil. ‘The 
latter, therefore, instead of receiving at- 
tention from the lovers of science, or the 
friends of manufacturing industry, have 
been in most cases treated with silent 
contempt, and the reading public have 
learned nothing of the late improvements 
in the art of making whiskey. 

Our city, however, having become the 
greatest whiskey mart in the world, and 
the Ohio valley the greatost whiskey pro- 
ducing region on the face of the earth, it 
may be wor.h wiille to devote a single ar- 
ticle to this subject. Notwithstanding 
the fact thatlitle is known outside of those 
immediately interested in the business, of 
the various improvements connected with 
the disullation of liquor, no branch of bu- 
siness has drawn more heavily upon the 
inventive genius of the age than this, and 
it has been as favorably affected by mo- 
dern improvements as any other. ‘The 
latter have vasily increased the capacities 
of distilleries, and enlarged the margin 
for profits, by increasing the relative yield 
of grain, and improving the quality of the 
article produced. Distilleries may_there- 
fore be said to have attained as near ‘0 a 
point of perfection as it seems possible to 
bring them, inventive genius having ap- 
parently exhausted itself in this line.— 
This, certainly, would be the impression 
received upon visiting one of the extensive 
distilleries in the vicinity of this city.— 
Steam is made to perform nearly all the 
labor. Few men are employed, and they 
do litle else than look at the machinery 
asit performs the work. ‘Ihe distillery 
that we propose to notice particularly 1s 
situated convenient to the Miami Canal. 
A railroad connects the distillery with 
this canal, whence the supplies of corn 
are obtained. ‘he latter is transferred 
from canal boats into large boxes set upon 
cars, and thus conveyed to a huge bin, 
where stocks are kept. ‘This bin is also 
connected by railroad with the distillery,

Presuming thet 
the production is eightcen million gallons, 
and we find the consumption of corn to bo 
four and a-half million bushels, to prodves 
which requires a million and a-quarter 
acres of good land. It is probab'e that 
the production of whiskey in the Ohio 
Valley is fifiy million gallons per annum, 
involving a consumption of twelve and a- 
ha'f million bushels corn, the average val- 
ue of which is $5,000,000.

Tue Prastoentian Eveciions.—The 
Electors aro chosen on the same day in 
all the Statos, the first Tuesday afer the 
first. Monday jn November, which this 
year falls on the 4th. 

As soon as the result is ascertained, the 
Governor of each State notifies ils elec- 
tors that they are chosen, and summons 
them to the State capitol on the first 
Wednesday in December. This year it 
will be on the 3rd of the month. 

On that day they assemble in the capi- 
tols of their respective States. If any aro 
absent from sickness, death, or resignu- 
tion, those present proceed+to fill their 
places by ballot. 

‘Thoy then vote for President, each ri- 
sing as his name is called and announc- 
ing whom he yotes for. A vote for Vico 
President is then taken in the same way. 
Three certificates of the result are noxt 
ldrawn up. ‘These are all sigued by each 
of the Electors in turn 

Thoy then elect by ballot a special 
messenger to carry one of these certili- 
cates to the President of the U.S, Senate 
ut Washington, Another is sent to him 
by mail. ‘The third is deposited in the 
hands of the U.S. District Judge of the 
district where they meet 

On the second Wednesday in Februa- 
ry, the President of the U. S. Senate, at 
Washington, in the presence of the House 
of Representatives, opens the certificates 
which he bas received, and counts tho 

rotes, of which thore are in all 298. ‘The 

persons haying tho majority of them, aro 

declared elected President and Vico Pre- 

sident of the United States.

Last week, wo promised to givo the 
Report of the year 1855 of the Chief Su- 
perintendent of Education a more extend- 
ed this week. Tho gratifying 
character of the Report makes the under- 
taking less a task than a pleasure. The 
Superintendent, in his usual clear and 
forcible style, shows that our admirable 
system of Education js yearly becoming 
more efficient and prosperous, despite al 
the hostile eflorts of many parties. ‘The 
Normal and Model Schools, with their 
staff of able Professors, are yearly send- 
ing out trained teachers, who aro invaria- 
bly superseding those who are inefficient 
and incompetent. ‘Tbe grants from Goy- 
ernment are more liberal than formerly, 
and the people, imitating their example, 
and growing in intelligence, are reward- 
ing tho teachers with more remunerative 
salaries, A healghy and laudable emula- 
lion is springing up and being increased 
among all sections as to which shall have 
the best School Houses, the best furnish- 
ed ones, the best teachers, and consequent- 
ly the best schools.

Englaod and France, who together 
corried on tho war and concluded peace, aud who 
agreo upon all the great questions of the day in 
Europe, ore divided in opinion upon one of a very 
minor spterest. Will the difference be sctiled by a 
preliminary arrangement or by conference? This 
ts the only thing to be decided But, under all 
circumstances, we entertain the firm conviction that 
the difficulty will soon be removed, without running 
upon the double shoal of weakening tho English al- 
liance and of failing to fulfil engagements contract 


If the difference be but slight, for the 
sake of the peace of the world, we trust 
they will be at once and amicably setled 
But we would not have England give up 
one just claim, or recede from one legit- 
mate demand, ‘The stipulations in the 
treaty of Paris were deliberately made, 
and ought to be religiously carcied out. 

That Russia is conquered, or that she 
will for one moment longer than she can 
help it, abandon her ambitious designs, 
we need never believe. Reviewing the 
successive conflicts in which she has 
been engaged with her noighbours, we 
find, in general,one of two results, When 
Victorious, sho has extorted vast conces- 
sions as the price of peace; when defen- 
ted, she has made temporary sacrifices to 
gain time for the restoration of ber ener- 
gies. ‘Tho historical policy of the Czars 
since Peter the First, has been to regard 
peace asthe means —conquest as the end ; 
they havo never signed @ treaty with a 
viow to a “ settlement.” By them, wars

The amount expended on School maps 
and other apparatus was £2,064—an in- 
crease of £169. ‘The amount expended 
for the purchase of School sites, and the 
erection of buildings was £34, 272 —an 
increase of £12,115. Butthe most cheer- 
ing item of intelligence cemes noxt. ‘The 
amount paid for teachers’ suldries was 
£170,027—an increase of more than one 
hundred thousand dollars on the preceding 
year! ‘The Superintendent here remarks 
that ‘tho increase in the sums for the 
payment of ‘Teachers’ salaries, and the 
eroction of School houses, is the truest 
and most practical test of the progress of 
a School system.” Certainly the inde- 
fatigable Doctor has enough to encourage 
him ! 

The Report also contains the same 
gratifying intelligence with regard to the 
School population, and the attendance of 
pupils at the Common Schools, In 1855 
there was a school population in Upper 
Canada of 297,623, between the ages of 
Sand 16 years. ‘This is an increase of 
19,711. ‘The number of pupils attending 
school was 211,629, or an increase of 
18,292. Those of other ages was 16,- 
235—an increase of 5,404. Besides 
these, there were 12,410 pupils attending 
Grammar Schools and other educational 
establishments. The nun.ber of indigent 
pupils, or those not able to pay for their 
instruction attending Schools was 3,059, 

a decrease on the former year of 808, 
showing that the population is growing 
wealthier, 

Last year, there were reported to be, in 
Upper Canada, 3,525 School Sections — 
—an increase of 113, and 3, Schools 
opened, being an increase of 81. Of 
these, 1,211 were free—an increase of 
34, ‘The number of Schools partly free, 
was 1,665, or an increase of 496, showing 
a growing tendency in favor of the ree 
principle. 

Tho Report also contains a grest 
amount of other valuable information, 
among which is a Report of Grammar 
Schools, and the Normal and Model 
Schools—all showing a progressive ten- 
dency. 

If our limits would permit, it would not 
be unfavorable to this section of the Pro- 
ince, to compare somo of the sbove 
figures with corresponding ones from the 
Report of Lower Canada, We will, how- 
over, content ourselyes with une item, In 
Upper Canada the School population was, 
as mentioned above, 297,623, Out of 
these, over 200,000 wero attending 
Schools, or about 80 per cent. of the 
whole.

‘In such a system, where there are diyer- 
sities of religious opinion, the method is to 
have combin vectllay instruction, and sepa- 
rate religious iustruction,—the State provi- 
ding the lormer, and leaving the latter to the 
respective parents and religious porsuasions 
of the pupils, In most cases, especially in 
America, the religious instruction (when 
given at all) is given at home, in Sunday 
schools, aud in Churches. In other cases, 
religious instruction is also given iu the school 
houses or elsewhere, by the clergy or cate- 
chist of cach persuasion at appointed times, 
such as will not interfere with tha ordinary 
exercises of the school. This last is the na- 
tioval system in Ireland, and it is for the 
most part, the system in Upper Canada, and 
will probably be so altogether. In such a 
system, there is no interference with the re- 
ligious convictions of any pupils in .the 
schools, and therefore no reasonable pretext 
for separate schools, If public schools are 
founded at public expense, and for the public 
1, no citizens can be separated from them 
without injury—i:,jury in some degree to the 
public schools on the ground of support—but 
much greater injury to the partis separated, 
as being deprived of the advantages of the 
public schools and compelled to support other 
schools at greater expense and generally Jess 
officienty and with the additional disadyan- 
of beir ed-and alienated from 
other classes of the community with whom 
their interests, position and future prospects 
are largely associated. It 1s only, therefore, 
or y grave causes that the State can be 
justified in allowing any portion of the pop- 
ulation to be isolated from a system of public 
instriction. But where this is claimed with 
the avowed view to the interests of a religi- 
ous persuasion, the answer is, ‘the State 
has nothing to do with the peculiar interests of 
sects, but has everything todo with the school 
education of its youth.” The State equally 
tolerates and protects the former, but it Jarge~ 
ly provides for tho latter. As, therefore, a 
system of public schools is based upon pub- 
lic interests, the members of no sect or reli- 
ous persuasion can claim on constitutional or 
public grounds, that any of such schools 
should be made sectarian, or that public 
funds should be expended for the support of 
ctarian schools at all—much less that such 
schools should be placed upon the same foot, 
ing as public schools. The sole object of 
public schools is secnlar education ; the lead- 
ing object of sectarian schools is sectarian in- 
terests—with which the State does not inter- 
fere where there is ‘no semblance of union 
between Church and State.”

rate schools, and a bill was prepared on their 
part, and brought into the Legislatute in 1854, 
without any knowledge respecting what I 
had done, and substituting, for my clauses, 
the provisions of the Separate School Act 
now in force. But though 1 have had noth- 
ing to do in preparing the provisions of this 
Act, ani though 1 doubt whether they are as 
beneficial to parties of separate schools 
as the provisions for which they have been 
substituted’; yet I think they should bo al- 
lowed to remain undisturbed. They were 
prepared and accepted by the complaining 
parties themselves as a settlement of the 
question ; they have not affected, nor do I 
think they will affect, the general working 
and efficiency of our school system ; they

THE SUSPECTED POISONING. 
From the Globe. 


Toronto Police Court—Monday. 

This case, notices of which have alrea- 
dy appeared in our columns, was called, 
and Doctor Orin Wood, the accused, was 
placed at the-bar. He is a gentlemanly 
looking man of some 35 years of age, and 
appeared quite cool and apparently un- 
concerned, 

S. B. Campbell, Esq., appeared for his 
defence. 

On account of the importance of this 
case we publish the proceedings at length ; 
also the certificates and other documents. 
It will be seen that there was some difli- 
culty experienced as to tho bringing the 
accused legally within the jurisdiction of 
the court, but the second portion of the 
medical certificate, in the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s opinion, empowered Mr. Gurnett to 
issce a warrant for the Doctor's arrest. 

The following is the affidavit of Mr. 
Jordan Cornell, of the township of Scar- 
boro’, and late of Hillier, Prince Edward 
County, sworn on Wednesday last: — 

On or about the 24th September, my 
father, Calvin Cornell, left the village of 
Wollington in the township of Hillier, 
where he then resided, accompanied by 
a person called Dr. Wood, also of the 
township of Hillier, for the purpose of 
proceeding to the township of Scarboro’ 
snd the western part of the Province, to 
purchase land. My father, as I believe, 
had’ about his person at the time, some 
$2,000 or $3,000, 1 have ascertained 
that my father and the said Dr. Wood oc- 
cupied the same room at the Albion Ho- 
tel in this city on the night of the 26th of 
September, and proceeeded next day 
westward, and were at the city of Detroit 
in the State of Michigan, on Sunday the 
28th, where my snid father and tho said 
Dr. Wood, put up at a hotel called the 
Michigan Exchange, where my father ap- | 
peared very ill on his arrival, and died} 
early on tho morning of the Wednesday 
following, viz., the Ist October, and was} 
buried before noon on the same day. A} 
few days afterwards 1 received informa- 
tion of my father’s death. On Thursday 
last (20th November,) I proceeded to De-

‘The 
quantity of antimony appears. (ss far as 
my experiments have been conducted,) to 
be so large that it could scarcely have been 
administered as a remedial agent. The 
mercury, however, may possibly have 
been introduced into the body in the form 
of calomel, My examination is not yet 
finished, and I am about attempting to de- 
termine the quantity of antimony existing 
in the stomach and portions of the intes- 
tines submitted to analysis,

THE SUSPECTED POISONING. 


Frivay, December 5. 
Tho examination of witnesses in the 
case of Dr. Orrin Cottier Wood, charged 
with poisoning Calvin Cornell, at Detroit, 
was resuined this morning. 
The magistrates present were George 
Gurnett, Esq., Samuel Alcorn, Esq., and 
Alderman Hutchison, Harrington, and 
Dempsey. 
Solicitor-General Smith occupied a 
seat on the bench during the: greater part 
of the day, 
Mr. McMichael was again in attend- 
ance for the purpose of conducting the 
prosecution; and, Mr. S. B. Campbell 
again watched the proceedings on behalf 
of the prisoner, 
Sarah Trumpour was the first witness 
called. She said—I am the wife of Paul 
Trumpour. We reside in the township 
of Hillier, about six miles from Mrs Cor- 
nell’s.. Lam her sister. I met the late 
Mr, Cornell, his wife, and friends, at the 
village of Wellington on the day that he 
left that place for the West. I saw \him 
on board the boat. I conversed with him 
on that day, while we were allin McKen- 
zie’s store. Our conversation was chiefly 
on religious subjects, and not on business. 
The prisoner came into the store while 
we were there, but 1 heard no conversa- 
tion between him and the Cornell’s ; and 
he shortly went away, After which Mc- 
Kenziv observed to Cornell, “You are go- 
ing to have company, I see, on board the 
boat; Dr Wood is going with you.” ‘To 
which Cornell rejoined—" It is well to 
have company on board the boat, particu- 
larly a Doctor, as one is sometimes sea 
sick.” 1 went on board the boat, with my 
husband and the Cornells ; and | saw the 
prisoner go on board before we went on 
board, He was then in company with a 
Miss Huyk, He had a travelling bag in 
his hand when he passed on his way to 
the boat. Miss Huyk went on the boat 
in company with the prisoner, I saw the 
boat leave the wharf. I heard no more 
of Mr. Cornell, until I heard of his death 
a week afterwards, On the Monday fol- 
lowing this, 1 first saw Dr, Wood. He 
overtook me on the road, three or four 
miles from Wellington. As he came up 
to my side, I said to him—* Doctor, I’m 
glad to seo you.” He rejoined—" 1 am 
glad to seo you.” I asked him to tell me 
the particulars of Mr. Cornell's death, as 
Various rumors were in circulation re- 
specting them, 
had been soliciting him, for some time 
before, to go with him on his journey,— 
He to'd mo that he saw Mrs. Cornell 
and family weeping, as they were about 
to leave him ; that he was on board atthe 
time, and had a great mind to go out and 
tell them that he (the prisoner) was going 
with Mr. Cornell. He said that they 
were going to view some land, | think in 
Minnesota, a good way from Detroit — 
The Doctor told me That, before the boat 
got opposite to his own place of residence, 
which is six or seven miles above Wel- 
ington, he (Cornell) became seasick, and 
that he continued so until he landed some- 
where at or n Cobourg ; that he next 
met Cornell in Toronto, where they went 
together to the Registry office, to search 
some writings about a will, in which Cor- 
nell's children were interested; that Cor- 
nell seemed ill, and had a poor appetite ; 
that, after doing their business here, they 
proce " 


at Buffalo, after leaving the water, Cor- 
noll became quito smart again; that they 
mot a man in Buffalo, from whom he had 
purchased land ; that the man asked $3,- 
000 for 1,280 acres (I think at was), but 
that Cornell had obtained the land for $2,- 
500, by paying the whole sum down, and 
that he (the prisoner) had lent Cornell $15 
tomake up the $2,500; that they pro- 
ceeded from Buffalo to Detroit; that Mr 
Cornell became’again very sick when he 
got on the water; that he had fixed up a 
little medicine for him, but that Cornell 
was very unwilling to tako it, but that he 
(the Doctor) at longth persuaded him, and 
he took it; that it was somo simple med 
icine, but that Cornell's stomach was in 
such bad order that the medicine would 
not remain on it, and he threw it up; that 
ho became so sick that ho was unable to 
proceed any further when ho got to Do- 
troit; that ho had ate very heartily when 
st Buffalo, a6 moch as he ought to have 
eat ot three meals, and that he hed cau-

Jtioned Cornell against eating 80 freely 
} He did not say that the Lake was rough,

affected Cornell, and mentioned no other 
}causo of his illness. He said Cornell 
| was unable to proceed further—was quito 
miserable at Detroit where they had taken 
a room together; that Cornell had told 
him that certain herb tea usually relieved 
him in such cases, and that he (the Doc- 
tor) had taken the trouble to get him some, 
but that it did him no good; that he kept 
getting worse, but had walked down stairs 
on Monday morning; that the disease had 
turned to cholera morbus, and that, bad it 
prevailed in that weighborhood, he should 
have said that Cornell had died of chole- 
ra; that on Monday afternoon he became 
so much worse thathe hud called another 
physician, and I think he said that he and 
the other physician had sat up with Cos- 
nell for the greater part of two nights, — 
that he continued to get worse until Wed- 
nesday morning, and that he died at two 
o'clock on that morning ; that on Tuesday 
afternoon Cornell became so much worse, 
that he (ihe prisoner) told him that he was 
a dying man; that Cornell observed he 
did not feel so; that he (the prisoner) told 
him it was so, and thatif he had any re- 
quest to make to his family, he had better 
communicate it to him then; that leaving 
the other Doctor in attendanco, he had 
gone out to get medicine, but that on his 
return Cornell was pust taking any med- 
icine. He said that Cornell had been 
buried as respeciably as any citizen could 
be buried; that the landlord of the Hotel 
where he died asked him (the prisoner) 
if the deceased's friends could be brought 
there in any reasonable time to attend the 
funeral, as he (the landlord) was willing 
to keep the body for a reasonable time for 
that purpose, but if the friends could not 
be got to attend in a reasonable time, he 
(the landlord) would have the body inter- 
red immediately, and thatthe Doctor wld 
the landlord he did not think they could 
be got there in time, and that therefore he 
(prisoner) had got him buried as quickly 
as possible; thathe was buried with great 
respect in an iron coffin; that the grave 
was numbered and registered,—and men- 
tioned the graveyard the name of which 
I have forgotten. Prisoner said he came 
away here immediately afterwards; that 
he had become so much fatigued with tra- 
yelling with Mr. Cornell, that he did not 
feel like travelling any further; that after 
telegraphing to Mrs. Cornell, and before 
the burial of the body, he had been to the 
telegraph office to see if any answer had 
deen reecived, and found there was none, 
and that then he buried the body and came 
away, leaving his name in cuse a tele- 
graphic despatch should arrive; that be- 
fore his death Cornell requested him (the 
ptisoner) to assist his wife and son in set- 
Wing his affairs, as he had left no will; 
that he (the prisoner) recommended Squire 
Lane, of Wellington, as a more experi- 
enced and suitable person to do so, and 
that Cornell had requested him (the pri- 
soner) to say to his family that he (the 
prisoner) thought Mr. Lane the most suit- 
able person tw act with him in settling up 
his affairs. The prisoner said he did not 
think that Cornell was ina fit state to make 
a will alter the time that he be con- 
scious of his approaching Pri- 
soner said he brought away all Mr, Cor- 
nell’s clothes, papers, and other property, 
at the desire of Mr. Cornell; that he (the 
prisoner) had paid $42 for the coffin, $10 
to the other doctor, $10 to the landlord, 
and $10 for the burial; that he paid this 
out of his own money, and that Cornell 
had travelled from Buffalo at his (prison- 
er's) expense. Mr Cornell was a man 
who usually kept his business to himself. 
The prisoner told me that he had put the 
body in an iron coffin, in order that the 
family might take it away if they thought 
fit. 


Paul Trumpour deposed—I am the hus- 
band of the fast witness. I have known 
the late Mr, Cornell for about two years. 
L have often heard him speak of going 


with his brother to the Western country 
to buy lauds. L accompanied Cornell to 
the boat at Wellington, and saw the pri- 
}sonér with a Judy on board. Saw them 
yo into the ladies’ cabin. I had a con- 
| Yersation with the prisoner on the day af- 
ter his return from Detroit. It was atthe 


Post-office at Wellington, where | saw Dr 
Wood tke in his hand three letters ad- 
|dressed to the Cornell family. ‘The pri- 


soner took one from the rest, saying “I'll 
take this” 
nell—sixpence postage. 


It was addressed to Mrs. Cor- 
I wld the pri- 
soner that he had better pay it, it would 
be ali right; and he took this letter out 
and paid the postage. Prisoner told me 
it was a letter from the Doctor [Brodie] 


at Detroit. When wo caine out of the 
Post-offico, prisoner spoke to me about tho 
letter, and asked nim if I was going to 
Mrs. Cornell's, L told him not until the

1 found the carpet 
bag now produced and the clothes it con- 
tains,in a trunk in the house; the clothes 
are a fine black cloth coat, a brown col- 
orcd blouse, a flannel shirt, two white cot- 
ton sbirts (one apparently having been 
used and the other not), a pair of woollen 
gloves, an empty leather purse, and one 
orange colored silk and une cotion hand- 
herchief. J produce another carpet bag, 
which belongs to Mr. Young the magis- 
trate. ‘The articles contained in it were 
also found in the trunk at Dr. Wood's 
house. The articles are one plaid cloth 
waistcoat, in the pocket of which is a small 
New Tesiament, with the name ‘ Calvin 
Cornell” written in it; one pair of grey 
pantaloons, in the pockets ol which are 
some cloves and a hair comb; 3 pair of 
black cloth pantaloons, the pockets con- 
uining a few cloves; a brown cloth blouse, 
and three pocket books. ‘The books con- 
tain notes of hand, receipts andl memoran- 
da, belonging to the late Mr, Cornell. In 
the trunk there was a deed, dated the 20th 
of September—the day before the death 
of Mr. Cornell—of the purchase by the 
deceased, from a Mr. John K. Smith, far- 
mer, of a tract of land ,measuring 1,280 
acres, in the township of Mills, county of 
Mills, State of Iowa, for $2,500. The 
deed is witnessed by A. S. Davenport and 
the prisoner, ‘There was also in the trunk 
a mortgage from James and Anne Orme- 
rod to the deceased, 

Cross-examined—The trunk in which 
the articles | have numed were found. was 
a now one. It was not secreted in any 
way, or even locked. ‘There was no he- 
sitation on the part of any of the inmates 
of the house in allowing me to make the 
search, 

Mr. Jordan Cornell.—I haye examined 
the clothes and articles produced by the 
Constuble, and most of them I know to 
have been the property of my father.

| The following article is from the Que- 
bec Colonist, ‘Vhe subject is one of very 
considerable interest to every Lumberer, 
Now that the Manufacturer goes back so 
far for timber, the cost of bringing it 10 
market is such as to make it necessary 
that some arrangement should be come to 
by which a price sufficient to remunerate 
for such expense, might be insured 
This can, we think, be best done by some 
such ar. angement as that proposed ; and 
wo hope therefore to seo it carried out be- 
fore next suinmer :—

Itis not® projosed, as 
somé of our Ottawa cotemporanes who have 
written on this subject seem to imagine, to 
prohibit the manufacture of anything but 
first class timber. ‘Such is not the intention. 
Coarse graiued, knotty, suT sounn timber, 
has its uses, and is wanted for shipment at 
its proper comparative value just as much as 
the finest quality of Board Timber. Whatis 
desired, is to put an cud to’ the fraudulent 
practices of those who designedly get out of 
the woods and bring to murket worthless 
trash—rolten, punky timber. The manufac- 
ture of timber of this kind must entail a Joss 
onthetrade. Itis so much time and mouey 
literally thrown away, It costs the same 
money to square, draw to the river, dri 
raft, convey to market and measure a rotten 
stick, utterly worthless, that it does a sound 
one ; and though it may have one good side 
on it, and be rafted by the dishonest produ- 
cer in a way thut enables the frau to escape 
detection at the time of sale, it is a dead 
loss to the buyer, for which he will have to 
be indemnified in his subsequent dealing 
with the same parties, or others similarly 
circumstanced.  Thatthe manufacturers suf-| 
fer by the presunt plan, und that they feel! 
the burden of its continuance, is manifested) 
by the present move being initiated with 
them. A very gratifyiiig degree of uranim- 
ity has, however, been exhibited in this/ 
matter. Shippers and manufacturers have 
signedut once on being asked to do so; it 
oly remains to muke the agreement, which 
is morally complete already, work smoothly 
by muking it legally binding.

Terminus in Ruins, 
—We learn that tate last night, or at an 
early hour this morning, the watchman on 
duty at the Terminus of the Grand Trunk 
Railroad at Point Levi, opposite Quebec, 
| discovered a fire in the lamp room. He 
at once opened the door, and the flames 
rushed out. ‘The ularm was immediately 
given, and every effort was made to save 
it, butin vain. Ina very short time the 

tire building, (which was an immense 
one,) Was one mass of flames, and was 
burnt to the ground. Mr, Symons, the 
freight clerk, and his wife, who slept ov- 
er the passenger portion of the depot, 
barely escaped in their night clothes, with 
‘The building was a wooden 
one, and everything in it, consisting of 
cars, goods, &c. were destroyed. ‘The 
safe way, however, saved ‘The amount 
of loss, or the origin of the fire, is not 
known,

Hence 
the arrangement lutely made with the Ot- 
tawa and Prescott Koad to receive the 
freight landed on their dock, and transport 
it to the Junction of the two roads, a mile 
aid a half from the river, there to be 
iransferred to the Grand Travk cars. We 
are informed that there is a daily average 
of about forty travellers already between 
the Ogdensborgh road and the ‘lrouk; 
and the amount of freight is very consid 
erable. Several handred tons of mer- 
chandise have come over, and gone west, 
whilst the line has not been opened thro’ 
more than six weeks. ‘This augurs well 
for the future business of the road at this 
point, and gives warning to the Directors

There is a system prevailing among 
many people, called the “clubbing ays-| y 
tem,” by which two

mong them. ‘I'he paper is taken in the! i

reading of it, and it is then passed over to 
the next, and sv on, sometimes going the 
rounds of a whole neighborhood, until itis 
absolutely worn to tatters. Now, this} 
system is radically wrong. Every man 
who wants a papor (and no one should be! 
without one) should have it all to himself 
—it is little enough for himself and fami- 
ly. Besides, this “ clubbing system” is 
injurious to the publisher, as it not unfre- 
quently deprives him of two ar three pood 
subscribers, Sometimes two wealthy | 
farmers join together to take one Paper, 
which, by the way is a very shabby piece 
of business; but this is not the worst of 
it, Sometimes one man pays his share 
regularly to the man in whose name the 
paper is tnken, but the latter instead of 
“paying the poor printer,” with it, along 
with his own share, puts the money in his 
pocket, and the printer never gets sight of 
it. Our collector once inquired of a man 
he met at [nnisville where Mr— lived, 
and was directed to the place, He then 
asked him to subscribe forthe paper. He 
replied that he was reading it with Mr-—, 
the person inquired for; and had paid his 
share regularly every year. On looking 
at the account it was found that Mr. 

had not paid a cent for eight years. ‘Phat 
was three years ago, and he has not paid 
acent yet. Now, in this instance, and 
there are many such, the printer was de-

S, Boulton, only afew months 
ago, for £112 10s per acre, making a to 
tal of £1,350 for the 12 acres, About 
two-thirds of this property has been ap 
proprioted for the station, &c., and tho 
remaining four acres were divided into

4th; The sterile coun- 
try along the northern shores of Hudson's 
Bay, and the coastof the Polar Sea, known 
asthe Barren Grounds, :
